for Christmas Flowering 


This stock is dug as usual, cured for two to three weeks, 
graded and then placed in a temperature of 50° Fahr. from 
six to eight weeks. Storage at this temperature makes nor- 
mally late-flowering varieties early and early sorts much 
earlier and easier to force; in fact, they require only six 
to eight weeks from planting to full bloom. Pre-cooled Bulbs 
should be potted promptly on receipt and kept in a cool place 
for proper root-action. On or about November 25, sample 
pots or flats should be removed to greenhouse or frames to 
see if they are ready to grow buds and foliage.
